March 30, 1935 
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The farewell evening of the Cen- 
tury of Progress Fair is to be remem- 
bered long and joyously. At 7 p.m. 
there were about fifty at Rogers 
Crocker's office and the visitors' book 
was not there to record them, as his 
foresight told him of the possible 
rumpus let loose, and warned him to 
stow it away at his home — safe. In 
lieu of the missing book, the deaf
